Californians turned out in relatively 
light numbers in early balloting

successors to Gov Ronald Reagan 
The initial vote seemed to reflect 
what some politicians regarded as 
voter apathy in the era of Watergate 
and 
general 
disinterest 
in 
an 
election campaign that failed to 
spark widespread enthusiasm 
In populous Los Angeles County, 
for example, 2 7 per cent of the 
voters had cast ballots an hrmr after 
the polls opened compared with 2 8 
percent in 1970 
Voting 
was 
slowed 
in 
San 
Francisco because approximately 
150 to 200 election workers failed to 
report at the polls. In Sacramento, 
early balloting was described as 
“ very light.” 
In San Diego, the first turnout was 
reported at 6 2 per cent compared 
with 7 8 per cent in 1970 


In 
addition 
to 
nominating 
candidates to succeed Reagan, the 
voters 
also 
faced 
a 
“ political 
reform” 
ballot 
initiative 
which 
tracked back to public reaction 
against Watergate. Supporters saw 
it as a prototype for the nation. 
In all 29 candidates sought their 
parties’ nomination for governor

jam-packed 
field 
of 
18 
Democrats sought their party’s 
nomination, including Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., 36. son of former Gov. 
Edmund 
“ Pat” 
Brown, 
whom 
Reagan buried in a 1966 landslide. 


For the Republican gubernatorial 
nomination, Lt Gov. Ed Reinecke, 
indicted by a Watergate grand jury 
for alleged perjury, was in the 
toughest battle of his political life 
against philosophically moderate 
State Controller Houston Flournoy. 


Brown, California secretary of 
state, predicted a record 62.5 per 
cent turnout for a gubernatorial 
primary while election officials in 
the most populous counties forecast 
an average 60 per cent turnout. 
Registered 
voters 
totaled 
9 49 
million. 


Brown, 
who 
long 
held 
a 
substantial lead in public opinion 
polls, 
was 
challenged 
by 
San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto, 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, 
millionaire businessman William 
Matson 
Roth 
and 
liberal 
Rep. 
Jerome Waldie in a contest that 
failed to spark great voter interest. 


Reinecke, appointed by Reagan in 
1969 as his heir apparent, held a 
strong lead over Flournoy in the 
polls prior to his indictment in April. 
He pleaded innocent to three counts 
of lying to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee regarding his knowledge 
of 
an 
offer 
by 
International 
Telephone and Telegraph to help 
finance the 1972 GOP National 
Convention then scheduled for San 
Diego. 


Flournoy, who has been at odds 
with 
Reagan 
over 
tax 
issues, 
succeeded in winning over many of 
Reagan’s 
most 
influential 
and 
wealthy 
supporters last winter. 
After the indictment of Reinecke, 
Flournoy surged ahead in the polls. 


Reinecke’s trial tentatively is set 
for July 15, six weeks after the 
primary. 


Democratic 
U.S. 
Sen. 
Alan 
Cranston faced token opposition and 
was 
virtually 
guaranteed 
of 
renomination, but Republicans were 
tied up in a scrap for the Senate 
nomination. 


The contest pitted conservative 
state Sen. H. L. “ Bill” Richardson 
of Arcadia, a former John Birch 
Society 
member, 
against 
Earl 
Brian, a Vietnam War combat hero 
and former Reagan Administration 
official. Other candidates included 
Thomas Malatesta, a nephew of Bob 
Hope, and James E. Johnson, who 
served in both the Reagan and Nixon 
administrations. 


Voters also faced a controversial 
“ political reform” ballot initiative 
which traced its roots back to public 
reaction 
against 
the 
Watergate 
scandal.

The trip, the White House said 
today, is aimed at strengthening the

States and nations of the area over 
the past several months. 
The announcement said the trip 
would last until June 18. Just a week 
later, the President will be setting 
off on another major trip—his 
summit visit to Moscow, possibly 
tying in a trip to Japan before he 
returns home.

Kissinger 
will 
accompany 
the 
President, the White House said. 
The White House announced the 
itinerary after the dates were 
disclosed earlier in the Middle East.

key Colson testimony 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Spokesmen for President 
Nixon said today they welcomed any testimony on 
Watergate that former presidential counsel Charles 
W Colson might give, saying it would help Nixon’s 
defense. 
Colson pleaded guilty Monday to a felony count of 
obstruction of justice for trying to influence the 
outcome of the trial of Pentagon Papers defendant 
Daniel Ellsberg All other charges were dropped 
against Colson, who agreed to cooperate with 
Watergate investigators This may include testifying 
at hearings or trials. 
4 We welcome the possibility that Mr. Colson may 
testify,” said White House Deputy Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren “ We welcome his decision to step 
forward and tell the truth. Mr. Colson’s testimony 
concerning any presidential knowledge or awareness 
or lack of it on Watergate or other matters would be 
welcome.” 
Warren said suggestions that the White House was 
fearful Colson might divulge information damaging to 
the President was “ utterly false.” He said Nixon 
repeatedly urged former aides and advisers to come 
forward and tell what they knew about Watergate. 
James D. St. Clair, Nixon’s Watergate attorney, 
said 
as 
he 
arrived 
for the 
House Judiciary 
Committee’s impeachment inquiry that he hoped 
Colson would be called before that committee. 


St. Clair said he was sure any testimony Colson 
might give “ would be highly supportive of the 
President.” 


As 
a 
high 
White 
House 
aide, 
prosecutors 
presumably believe Colson may be able to provide 
important information on several other key matters 
connected with the Watergate investigations. 


The Washington Post said in an article by 
Watergate prize-winning reporters Carl Bernstein and 
Bob Woodward that after Colson’s surprise plea, 
presidential aides “ immediately began intense efforts 
to learn what information Colson ..had agreed to 
provide.” 
The Post said sources close to both the White House 
and the prosecutors “ agreed that Colson can provide 
testimony that will both support and damage 
President Nixon’s Watergate defense. ” 


Colson pleaded guilty to a felony charge, admitting 
obstruction of justice by trying to influence the 
outcome of Ellsberg’s trial last year for making 
public the secret Pentagon Papers. He was later freed 
of all charges on grounds of government interference 
after disclosure of the plumbers’ break-in. 
Colson said in a statement that he would provide 
whatever information he had “ no matter who it may 
help or hurts—me or others.”

The 
federal 
government gua­ 
ranteed repayment of more than a 
third of the debt. 
Lockheed Monday announced a 
tentative 
agreement 
whereby 
Textron Inc., a giant conglomerate 
based in Providence, R.I., will 
invest $85 million in Lockheed. 
Textron would wind up owning 
about 45 per cent of Lockheed’s 
stock under the plan, and the 
chairman of Textron’s board would 
become chairman of Lockheed’s 
board, but the two firms would not 
merge 
and 
would 
continue 
as 
separate 
corporations, 
the 
an­ 
nouncement said. 
The plan is subject to a number of 
conditions, including approval by 
many other parties: the federal 
government, Lockheed’s creditor 
banks and the stockholders of both 
corporations. 
Lockheed executives are to meet 
in 
New 
York 
Thursday 
with 
representatives 
of 
the 
24-bank 
consortium, 
to 
secure 
their 
approval. 


Part of the motivation behind the 
refinancing is to reduce the interest 
Lockheed pays, which amounted to 
almost $70 million last year. 


Lockheed 
was 
rescued 
from 
bankruptcy three years ago by a $250 
million 
federal 
loan 
guarantee. 
Lockheed was plunged into crisis 
due to business problems developing 
its L1011 Tristar jet liner, including 
the bankruptcy of England’s Rolls 
Royce, manufacturer of the plane’s 
engines. Its creditor banks would 
lend the corporation no more money 
unless 
the 
federal 
government 
guaranteed they would be repaid. 


Congress 
agreed 
to 
the 
administration’s request for the 
guarantee only after a heated debate 
over “ corporate welfare.” 


Lockheed has drawn $220 million 
so far from the federally backed 
fund.

Textron said they hoped to put the 
proposal into effect by Nov. 30.

Treasury

Simon, 


chairman of the federal emergency 
loan board, said the proposal would 
allow Lockheed to close out the 
debts guaranteed by the government 
and thus end the federal role in the 
company’s financing. 
“ While the board is mindful that

arrangement, it considers today’s 
announcement a key milestone in 
Lockheed’s efforts to attain a strong 
position for the future,” Simon said. 


State unit seeks larger 
buffer zone for mission 


California’s Department of Parks and Recreation has expanded the area 
it hopes to acquire south of La Purisima Mission as a buffer zone against 
urban encroachment. 
Details of the acquisition plan were set forth in a letter from William 
Penn Mott, director of the department. “ The purpose of this letter,” Mott 
said in a communication to Britt A. Johnson, county planning director, “ is 
to share again with you our plans for acquisition and development at La 
Purisima Mission State Historic Park. I want to do this so that when our 
plans materialize, they will not seem to have come out of the blue. ” 
The state had previously indicated it wanted to acquire land south of the 
mission in a loop that included much of a parcel owned by the Demeter 
family. Funds for the acquisition were being sought in Proposition 1 on 
today’s election ballot. Proposals for a split of the Demeter property caused 
a controversy at the county Planning Commission level last month. 
Environmentalists had attacked the lost lot split because it would interfere 
with the state plans for the mission. 
The new communication from Mott indicates the state wants to add to 
the area for a buffer and at the same time another proposal for land 
acquisition to the east of the mission. The two acquisitions would eliminate 
Buellton Road as it splits off from Highway 246 east of the Mission, until it 
picks up again as the perimeter for the loop that includes much of the 
Demeter property. 
In his letter, Mott said: “ The ultimate acquisition of Area B (east of the 
present mission site) will provide better entrance and parking facilities for 
the park and allow a better visitor experience by keeping these present 
intrusions on the historic scene out of sight. Also our ownership of that 
parcel will prevent possible developments which would be incompatible 
with basic historical values at La Purisima 
There is no indication when phase two or Area B would be acquired. 
The state was known to have placed a high priority on acquisition of the 
original buffer represented by the loop south of the mission.

But. Gardner said in prepared remarks, 
"the response to that question from the 
federal level has been discouraging in the 
extreme The executive branch has been 
totally unresponsive, and the Congress 
almost equally so 
“ Members of the House and those 
senators who are running for reelection 
this year will come before the voters 
almost empty handed 
When the citizen 
asks ‘What did you do to prevent future 
Watergates? What did you do to give us 
open and accountable government'’ 
most 
members of Congress will have to say, if 
they’re honest. ‘We did as little as we could 
get away with 
Gardner said eight states still were 
“ backward" in dealing with abuses of 
money and secrecy - and in an action rare 
in the polite atmosphere of governors’ 
gatherings, called their names. 
Gardner appeared on a panel with 
Republican Govs 
William Milliken of 
Michigan and Democrats Patrick Lucey of 
Wisconsin and Reubin Askew of Florida 
and television panel moderator Lawrence 


Spivak 
Milliken and Lucey sponsored a formal 
resolution for presentation at Wednesday’s 
closing conference session calling on “ all 
levels 
of 
government" 
to clean

campaign finances, lobbyist control and 
require financial disclosure by public 
officials and open government meetings.

“ I am now prepared to conclude, as a matter of law. that 
the inclusion of premium offers in children s television 
advertising has no place in American marketing and -as I 
read the law —is a violation of the Federal Trade 
Commission act,” he said in a speech to the American 
Advertising Federation.

“ I also have concluded that, under some circumstances 
at least, the use of hero figures’ in children's advertising 
may constitute an unfair practice... he said 
That apparently could mean that neither Hank Aaron nor 
Mighty Mouse could endorse cereal.

At present most of PG & Es steam- 
electric power plants burn scarce and very 
expensive low-sulfur oil to generate electricity. 
We will have to buy about 20 million barrels 
this year and 35 million next year to meet our 
customers’ electric energy needs.

NUCLEAR WASTE.

When nuclear fuel is used, nuclear 
waste is created. But more than 95 per cent of 
the original fuel is recycled for re-use. The 
remaining waste is small —so small that such 
waste from a large nuclear unit operating for 30 
years could be contained in a space no larger 
than a two-car garage. The waste is radioactive; 
but is treated as such.Very carefully. Safety first. 
Used fuel is sealed in heavily- 
shielded, leak-tight casks and shipped 
^ 
to a facility which specializes in nuclear fuel re- 
processing. Every safety precaution is taken to 
insure that no leakage occurs. Shipping and 
handling are carried out under strict regulations 
of the A E C and the U.S. Department of Trans­ 
portation. After processing, the residual waste 
will be solidified and placed in secure, long­ 
term storage under rigid government control. 


NUCLEAR POWER PLANTS 
AND MARINE LIFE 


Some people have voiced concern be­ 
cause some power plants discharge w arm water 
back into natural water bodies. These power 
plants — w hethcr nuclear or fossil-fueled — use 
cooling water in steam condensers. In a nuclear 
plant the cooling w ater is only about 19 
warmer w hen returned to its source, and other­ 
wise is harmless. Where the w ater source is 
large enough and cold enough to receive and 
assimilate it. like the Pacific Ocean, it has no 
significant adverse effect on marine life. The 
only appreciable change is that in the immediate 
w ater discharge area the balance between warm 
water species and cold w ater species of marine 
life may shift in favor of those liking warmer 
water, in fact, after 24 years of scientific study 
and many more years of operating experience, 
it is clearly established that marine life near 
PG&E power plants tends to be more plentiful 
than it was originally.

sible sources of energy, such as solar, tidal and 
wind power, are in experimental stages of de\ el- 
opment. and the latter two may ne\er become 
practical for large-scale use.

It has been good business for the taxpayers. 
And it gives the public greater protection than 
separate homeow ner insurance policies could 
pro\ ide. That's one of the reasons w In your home­ 
owner policies have a nuclear exclusion clause. 
The government has collected millions 
in indemnity payments from utilities-about 
$90.000 a year per large reactor—and has 
never paid out one cent. No claim has ever 
been filed. 
NUCLEAR POWER

The Democratic segment of the House 
Judiciary Committee last week decided to 
release transcripts of the panel s closed 
sessions in an effort to bring public opinion 
to bear on President Nixon. 
They want the tape recordings now 
under subpoena by the committee and 
which the President has flatly refused to 
give up The reasons for his refusal are 
questionable and will probably be dealt 
with on their own merit at some later date. 
The Democrats selected method of getting 
the tapes is also questionable, and should 
be dealt with now. 
Considering the lengths to which the 
chairman of the committee. Peter Rodino, 
has gone in an effort to preserve a bi­ 
partisan air about the proceedings, it is 
surprising, 
at 
the 
least,

Democratic members of the committee 
resort to so partisan a ploy. That the 
maintenance 
of

Secondly, it would seem an injustice to 
Nixon, no matter what his transgressions 
may have been, for the committee to

attempt to use the national media to 
manipulate public opinion against him. 
This would smell of the basest form of 
partisan politics, and it has no place in any 
inquiry into the possible impeachment of 
the President of the United States. 
Thirdly, and most important from our 
point of view, the national media, both 
electronic and print, has come under 
attack in past years for engaging in the 
supposed manipulation of public opinion. 
For the most part, we plead innocent of 
those charges. But if we were to facilitate 
the printing of transcripts such as those of 
this committee, and particularly for the 
reason given for their release, we would 
certainly be compromising our stand on 
objectivity. On the other hand, if the 
Democrats prevail in their decision, those 
transcripts would be of hard news value, 
and the media would have little choice but 
to report their content. 
In the final analysis then, it is our belief 
that 
the 
committee, 
even 
if 
both 
Democrats and Republicans agree to the 
transcripts’ release, should look again at 
its reasoning, and very carefully assess 
the possible outcome of such a move.
